TonOMo, April 7. — President Van Horne, 
ofthoC.P.R,, in tho couree of an inter- 
view ou the preaont condition of tho wheat 
crop, said that the pries of wheat will go 
to $2 per bushel within the next eighteen 
month?, Mr, Van Homo, after oatimating 
tho world's total annual product at between 
20 and 27 hundred million buabola, aaya : 
"Laat year tho farmera received but 
little " more than the cost of pro- 
duoing for their wheatj while in many 
inatancea the returns per bushel were aniall- 
or than tho expenditure. Thia oinonly have 
20 ciloct : — the diaoouragoment of wheat 
producers and tho eonsequent dnoreaeo of 
acre;igo. If there is a decrease of 10 per 
cent, in the wheat production this year on 
aooounc of tho low prices of laat year there 
will bo a sliortago of 270,000,000 bushels, 
and 10 per cent, of a decrease is well 
within tho mark. As far as I can remem- 
ber, there has never been a stirplus of 
1.''>0,C00,()00 buiihola. This year the surplus 
hni been used up by feeding to stoek and will 
probably start in with as near a clean sheet 
as over before. If there is a shortage of bnt 
150,000,000 baahels this will not be diaoov- 
ered until too late to sow more wheat, and 
wheat will go up with a jump."

INDUSTRIAL ABMY. 

A Hooond RpKlment I'ndor Orcanlzatlon at 
.'<an Kr.'inclsco-C'oxt'y's Advance 
(Uiard Arrested. 

San Fua.ncisco, April 7. — Everything in 
Industrial ortiiy ciro!e!i uoross the bay and 
in this city v.iia quiet thia morning. True 
to their promiao tlie loaders of tho army re- 
turned to thia oity, and immediately began 
preparations for the organization of a second 
instalment of the army, to be known as the 
Second regiment. A meeting of traders 
was hold this morning and after- 
noon, but nothing was done further 
than to ditcusa tlio situation. Every- 
thing io well v.'armcd up now, and 
there ia no d.^nger that tho Industrial 
army will rest on Ir.urela it wf;n with tho 
Grut regiment. Tliere were over 1,000 names 
on the army roll before tho iirnt regiment 
left i»nd at iei'.et -111(1 of Iho oivncrs cf theso 
remained boliind. Tiio leaders think they 
will have no trouble in getting uovral hun- 
dred men for the second rcpiirer.t, but it 
will take » week or ten days to prepare for 
tho roid. The olliccra expect to hnvo tho 
Bseond rcglmrnt rcidy by next Saturday, 
but it may t: ko ii few days lougor. Then 
they will bo started on tho road to Waeh- 
ington. 

\\ ASiiiNnros, April 7- — Tho advance 
guard of Co.xey's army, 41 io number, got 
within two miles of Washington this even- 
ing, and were taken in charge by the police 
and locked i>p. Tlicy came in on tho Bui- 
timore and Ohio railway, in freight cars, 
and when they reached EoUllngton, u suburb 
of the oity, a aquad of police took them 
from the oars and marched them to the 
ninth preoinot statioD house, where they 
will be held for examination.

BEHBING SEA. 

RespoiislbilltleB of Sealers Leaving Before the 
Bill Was PHbllsUod— When the Award 
Went Into Effect. 

Wakiii.vcton-, April 7— The United Press 
dispatch from Loudon published in this 
morning's papers on the fur esal fiahorios 
furnished the groundwork of a short but 
important debate in the Senate to day. It 
gave in extra form the bill introduced in 
the British parliament for carrying outHho 
provisions of the award made by tho Paris 
tribunal of arbitration, according to which 
no penalty would be imposed for a violation 
of tlie provisions of the act in case the ship 
had sailed before the publication of the act. 
Mr. Hoar nskod the chairman of tho com- 
mittee on Foreign Relations (Senator Mor- 
gan), who was a member of tho 
Paris tribunal, if tho Britieh rcgu- 
lationa under tho second bill introduced in 
Parliament relieved from responsibility u 
sealer who can provo hia departure from 
port bc-fore the bill was published, 

Mr. Morgan replied that lie know nothing 
definite, but hoped these regulations were 
dealt with in tlie (irst bill, which, he said, 
contained other matters more opposed to 
the carrying into full cfTeet of tho award. 
Tlieao regulations were rijcctud by the 
State department. Mr. Morgan further 
said that the majority of tho arliilrators 
were of opinion that the award went into 
full and perfect circct the moment it was 
placed in tho hands of tho agents of the two 
declared that tho United States (Jovcrn- 
mont should be, by unequivocal relation, 
authorized to carry tho award into effect in 
good faith, and to exact an equal compli- 
ance from Great Britain. 

Mr. Hoar thought there should bo intro- 
duced in tho Senate within tho next fow 
duys a bill making tha powers of the Prcai- 
dent clear and distinct, and said that be 
would introduoe such a bill himself if no 
other Senator did. This subject was pressed 
no further. 

Tho British BmbasBac'or, Sir Julian 
Puiinoefote, called on Secretary (irealiam to- 
day in reference to alleged objectionable 
matter in the second Behring sea bill, now 
before Parliament.

Tho 
first presidency of the denomination, Wil- 
ford Woodruff, George Q. Cannon, and 
Joseph F. Smith, jointly presldtd.

them at any moment. Tho Radicals will 
insist upon a deliuito statement as to tho 
gnrernmont'a policy in regard to the House 
if Lords." 

Tbo Mercury saya : "Events of next 
week aro looked forward to with peculiar 
iutorest, inasmuch as tlio opposition could 
force a crisis without difllcultv at any time." 



THEY ARE DISSATISFIED. 

Foreign BeBidenta of Samoa Desire Annexa- 
tion to Ono of the Australian 
Colonies. 

Berlin, April 7. — The Voselaeho Zei- 
tung's Apia correspondent asserts that most 
of the foreign residents of Samoa are dissa- 
tiafied with tlio tripirtite government, -,nd 
tliat this ia well known to the natives, who 
have taken advantage of the knowledge. 
Foreign residents desire tho annexation of 
the Sanoan islands to ono of tho Auatralian 
celonies, anrl tho natives would %volcomo 
Biich a ohango. Tlio natives, tho correspond- 
ent says, will not submit to diaarmatnont. 



Fatal Switch Accident. 
London, April 7.-— A misplaced switch on 
tlio Grand Trunk, in the suburbs .of this 
city, caused a collision between a pilot en- 
gine and a freight train this evening, Qoo. 
Ingram and another factory hand named 
Fortner, who were stealing d ride, wore 
jiromed betiweea the tender of the freight 
and a stock oar. Ingram was instantly 
killed. Fortner received fatal injuries.

Bruesela money conferenoo. But fcr 
tho non-ooinmittnl of tho German 
dolcfiatea at each meeting, they 
Siy an international agreement) of 
some kind. mlght have been reached and the 
present disorder in the silver market might 
havo been avoided. They demand that 
another international money conference bo 
called to meet in Berlin, and that tho Ger- 
man Government promote a plan which will 
likely bo favored by tho United States, 
Auatric-Hutigiry, Italy, Franco, Spain and 
tho Netherlands. If England refuses to 
acc-3pt tho plan, thoy say tho other coun- 
tries should act independently of her 
in taking at onco the necessary steps to re- 
establish tho ratio of I to 16J 
Ks-Deputy Ludwig Bamberg has sub- 
mitted to the Commieaion a history ot Ger- 
man currency reform. In this history he 
seeks to demonstrate that the fluctuation 
and dopreaeion of the price of silver is nob 
dno to scarcity of gold. Herr Neustadt, 
dirootor of the Sbftte note bank of Baden bra 
proposed to the Commission a plan 
of bi-metaliisro, whose primary objeoh 
would be the re-eatabliahmont and 
retention of the 1 to loi ratio for 
the next ten years. Count Fourtalcs has 
added to all this advice a letter In which ho 
saya : "America isstronc enough financially 
and commercially to support bi-motalliam 
without the co-operatiou of England," 

Count Peraadowsky, imperial eeoretary of 
the treatury, voiced the fooling of tho Min- 
iaters when ho addressed tho Reichstag yes- 
terday concerning International bi-metal- 
lism Surely the most enthuaiaatic bi-motal- 
list must acknowledgo ho said that ths 
road to an international agreement is a long 
and uncertain one. Germany cannot settle 
tho question by hers-lf. Sho must wait. 
Bi metalliats interpret these words as an 
indication that the Government ia receding 
from its former attitude of hostility to their 
demands. In both political and financial 
oirclos here a similar impreasion prevails, 

London, April 6 —The Central AsBOoIat- 
ed Chambers of Agriculture to-day decided 
to immediately represent to the Government 
tho urgent importance of the currency ques- 
tion, and also to ask the royal agricultural 
commission to institute inquiries into the 
bearing of tho currency question upon agri- 
culture. Replying to a Tetter from a gentle- 
man in the oity urging that tho Government 
deal promptly with the currency question, 
I..i)rd Roaebory writes that the subjeot is 
engaging the attention of the cabinet. Mr. 
Smith has secured May 1 for the diBOUSsion 
by the House of Commons of a resolution on 
international bi-inotallism.

New Brunswick llembers Against tbo i'ast At- 
lantic ^icrvlce.

London, April 17— 'Xlie polUIoal altna 
tion has taken an uiiezpeottd turn, and the 
GonaervativBB oinfidrnrlv predict that Par- 
liament will be diitsotved within tho present 
month. The Conaerva' ivea may be over 
sanguine, bu'v their prodtufiou iabjr nomoana 
an extravagant one, in view ( { the present 
aspect o( things politioal. The Liberals 
, themselves admit that a oriala may be pre- 
cipitated any day, and af cer their experi- 
ence of Thurediy they no lont;er attempt to 
conceal their appreciation of thoir 

I'KECARIOUW ItOI.D Ul'ON' I'uWlCli. 

Any further default will involve the re- 
signation of the Ministi y. and the Opposi- 
siiion are looking furwafa wicti feelings of 
the utmost confidence to the next appeal tr> 
the country, which they believe will reau i 
in tho reiurn of a Conservative majority. 
The normal Government majority of 30 had 
been reduced Thursday night to 2-t throunh 
the abjenco of tho ParnelUto members, who 
have rect nily been spending their time iu 
Dublin (luarrolling among themaelves and 
denouncing tho Govornment's lukewarm- 
ness towards the Home Rule ques- 
tion. Three Liberals wore also absent 
and had not paired. Theao would not Imvo 
rendered the position so critical; but the 
suocessive divisions taken in the Hou'jo that 
night show that tlie Liberal whips cannot, 
with any degree of certainty, rely upon 
their men responding promptly, if at all, to 
their summons. From tho 2-1 mentioned, 
the Government's majority dropped to 18 
through abaentcoism, then to 15, and was 
finally wiped out in tho division on tho Lon- 
don Water bill. The Liberals made a great 
outcry of dissension on the part of tho Mc- 
Carthyites, but this was dicproved by an 
analysis of the voting, which disclosed tho 
fact that the McCarthyitee stood by their 
guns, and that the dwindling majority was 
caused by the abstention of tho Bidioals 
from taking pirt in the division. Tho ratio 
of the vote of the MoCiirtbyitos exceeded 
that of the Liberals, The discontent of tho 
Radicals has nearly reaohed the point of re- 
voU. The Government is extren-oly un- 
willing to take tho risk of seekinR a ma- 
jority on James Henry Dalziel'a motion to 
abolish the vetcf power of the House of 
Lords, 

FEARING TO TEST THE HOUSE 

on the question, tlio Government has prac- 
tically wiped 0U& Mr. Dalziel'a motion by 
appropriating the day set for its considera- 
tion to the disouBsion of private members' 
bills and Government business. Thia 
change in the programme will be made on 
motion of Mr. Jobo Morley, A very largo 
majority of the Liberal members are eager 
for immediate action against tlie House of 
Lords, and earnestly desire to obtain a 
decisive expression of opinion on the pirt of 
the House, such as will force tHe band of 
the Government, but the ministers are not 
so eager. Just now they are anxious for 
delay and will make every cifort to secure it. 
L\st evening Sir Willi im Harcourt 
and Rt. Hon. John Morley were 
very active in oaavaasing the House on 
this matter and endeavored by private con- 
versations to induce the irreconcilable Radi- 
cal members to submit to tho waiting policy 
of tho government and acquiesce in the 
shunting of Mr. Dilzill's motion until some 
more opportune time. Instead of meeting 
with any auccoss, in their campaign, Sir 
William Harcourt and Mr. Moriay were 
mot on all aides with tho radical ultimatum 
that time must be given to the anti-Lords 
motion, and given in tho very near future, 
too. The Coneervativea are watching their 
chance in the defection of the Radicals for 
a chance which thoy believe will not bo 
long delayed. Their whips are active, ener- 
getic and untiring. The normal Conserva- 
tive voting strength in the house has been 
considerably augmented by the attendance 
of members who are seldom seen in their 
seats and besides this an awful force of 
Unionists are on hand ready to assist in

any time they can catch tho Government 
napping or find them without a rnxjority. 
If the Government is suooessful in arriviog 
at some clear entente with the Ridicals be- 
fore Monday, when Mr. Morley'a motion to 
appropriate the day sot for debate on Mr. 
Dalziel's anti-Lords motion to other pur- 
poses will be discussed, the defeat sf the 
Government on the question is probable. 
Tho abstention of the Hisdicala from vot- 
ing win bo BufBoient to give the Opposition 
a mij 'ii.y, and ther^i i ' now no litielihood 
thao the l-ladicals will vote, to displace the 
auti-L'irds motion. The liilolity of tho Mc- 
Carthyite acction of the I iaii party in ad- 
hering atesidfaatly to the (lovernment con- 
tinues unimpaired, dcepi o their internal 
feuds, and has f xcitcd a great deal of tavor- 
ablo comment, even from tho Opposition 
meniberu, who are forced to admire their 
consistency. 

VITUPERATIVE o'dONNELL. 

A new piece of vituperative literature has 
been furnished by Mr. Frank O'Donnoll, 
formerly a prominent member of tho Par- 
nellite section of tho Irish National party in 
tho House of Commons. Mr. O'Donnell has 
written a letter to United Ireland, which 
that paper publishes, ohurgiug tho Irish 
members with having been duped or cor- 
rupted by tho Government. Whether tlicy 
arc tho victims of tho Govornniont'e brozen 
mendacity or thoir own hidebound idiocy, 
he leaves it to themsolvea to decide ; but ho 
concludes by fulminating at tho Irish parlia- 
mentarians thus : " To your kennel, you 
hounds, to your kennel ! There's lOngli.'sh 
doga' meat waiting for your docile 
pack." ThoBO who are thoroughly familiar 
with tho inner life of tho lobby know 
that the insinuatiora of Mr. O'Donnell are 
absolutely false. Tho anti-Parnellites do 
not draw a single penny- from the purse of 
the Liberal party. It is possible, however, 
that some or all of (hem may receive assist 
anoe in carrying on their fight at a general 
election; but otherwise not one of them is a 
bjnefioiary of the Liberal fund. 

SIIADOWNO UEMBEBS. 

The Social Purity association is reported 
to bo engaged in shadowing nightly the 
movements of a number of prominent mem- 
bers of tho House of Coinniona, .""bintt 
oliloials and other distinguished persons, 
thoir detectives being instructed to keep a 
minuto record of everything they discover 
na to tho niorala of tho i^ersona shadowed. 
This information is hoing gathered, it is 
imderatood, witli a view to its use in tho 
ne.tt general election, A minor society 
puper mentions Lord Rosebery as having 
recently taken a midnight saunter through 
the remote quarters of Islingtoa and Camber-

TO CHECKMATE I'RAXCE AND J11X(;UI.M. 

An Englibh-Africin expedition is h lnj; 
undertaken with thu view of ohecUmatino 
tlio designs of Franco and Belgium, who art 
aiming to oljtaiu access to the Upper Nile. 
The English expedition is also aiming at 
the Upper Nile, and will reach the objective 
point before any opposition oxpadition from 
Uganda. It is therefore likely that before 
Commander Monteil's expedition starts from 
Uganda, in .May, tho wholo of Uuyowo and 
Emin'a province will have been brought into 
the British sphere. Tho expedition will 
start from Ladoa Flados, north of the equa- 
torial province, and Colonel Colville, its 
commander, has been given the widest scope 
of action. 

Tho exports in currency inattorB estimate 
that there will be a considerable rise in the 
price of silver under tho inflaenoe of a revi- 
val of trade with India, whioh must consid- 
erably increase .tbd' demand.' Tho stutia- 
tioians review of 'the silver situation con- 
eludes "That with India free to buy, liO 
pence will be the minimum and 35 pence the 
maximum prloe. If the mints are ro-openod, 
the range will be from 35 pence to -10 pence.

STOCKS IN*NEVV VORK. 

Decline iu Values at tho Oiienln^, Which 
Active SiH'culiitlon Ktrcngthcua— A 
Oonfldent Feeling. 

New York, April 7. — Tho opening deal- 
ings at tho Stock Exchange were without 
special feature, prices generally having 
yielded i to J per qent; under comparatively 
light sales. The receipt of 'lower cables 
from London was mainly responsible for tho 
decline. After the short interest had been 
increased tho " IjuUs " took hold of tho 
market with something like old-time vigor, 
and the complexion of speculation under- 
went a complete change. An advance of ^ 
to 2 per cent, was recorded, and iu many 
instances tho highest figures of tho week 
were recorded. Tho commiasion houses had 
liberal orders luth from local and out-town 
operators. Tho leaders in tho rise were 
Delaware and Hudson, General I'llectric, 
Chicago Gas, Load, Sugar, Missouri I'aoilia 
and the Grangers. Subsequently Chicago 
Gas fell oflf 2 to G3i), Delaware and Hudson 
U to U:{, and the remainder of tho list J to 
i per cent. Tho reaction was duo to sales 
to realize profits by the traders who bought 
at low prices early in tho week and were 
unwilling to carry their contracts over Sun- 
day. Tho undertone cf speculation, how- 
ever, was firm and tho feeling i n stock 
circles ia quite confident. The bank state- 
ment with its loss $2,8U2, 171 in the sur- 
plus reserve had little or no effect, 
iuBsmuoh as tho banks still hold 380,797,975 
in excess of legal requirements, and it is 
next to impossible to find employment for 
the funds they have on hand. The active 
inquiry for bonds ia a conspicuous feature of 
tho dcalinga at the Exobange and has a 
strengthening iiifluenoe on the market for 
stocks. Speculation left off firm. The sales 
were i;)7,142 shares.

THEY BATE THE LIGHT. 

It must have ooourred to many of our 
honest and fair-minded readers that if there 
■ is anything in the aoousationa of wrong-do- 
ing with respect to tho Nakuap and Slocan 
railway which tho Opposition havo been 
making by implication and allusion, there 
ought to be some open and legitimate way of 
finding; out whether or not the snspioions to 
which they give such free expression are 
well grounded. They see how unfair 
itia to condemn men on charges which those 
who make them not only do not attempt to 
prove but do not dare oven definitely to 
state. Public men uro not surely to be com 
polled to submit to an ordeal wliiah no ono 
in private life is required to go through. 
The privilege accorded lo members of tho 
Lsgiabtivo Aaaambly ia cerlaiuly not the 
privilege to calumniate and to elan 
dor. Since membera of Parliament 
ofknnot be called to account for 
what they say in the Legislative Chamber 
when it ia in session, it might be thought 
that they are in honor bouod not to say any- 
thing against a man's reputation that they 
cannot prove. Is there no way of calling 
members of a government to account 
who are euepeoted tf wrong-doing 
There certainly ia. Membera of the Gov 
ernment are responsible to Parliament for 
tho way in which they perform their duties. 
If it ia believed that they huvo done wrong 
— that they have violated any trust — Par 
lianient Otiu form a tribunal of its own 
members which can summon the suspected 
men to appear before it, can compel wit 
nessea to attend its sittings, and can order 
those who have bioka or papers neoesaary to 
throw light upon tho matter which it is 
investigating, to produce them. 

Tho whole buainesa can bo thoroughly 
sifted and every word of the testimony 
given published for the whole world to 
read. Why do not tho Opposition, it they 
believe that there is any ground for their 
auapioions, demand such a tribunal ? Mr. 
Beavcn says thfro ia aircumstantial cvi- 
douce to prove tho charges which he hints 
at, but docs not make, to bo true. Ho ex- 
patiates on the strength and oonolusiveness 
of circumstantial evidence. His taek, then, 
. In formally proving that aomo ono has been 
guilty of iiiiiUeaaance in ofiice ia all tho 
oaaior. Tho enquiry ought to bo made and 
due weight bo given to tho "circumstantial 
evidence " which the Opposition deolaro 
that they poaaesa. But it ia abundantly 
° evident that the Opposition do not want a 
f.vir inquiry. Thoy do nob desire that all 
tho light poaaiblo ahould bo thrown upon 
thia neater of tho Nakusp and Slocan Rail- 
way. Thoy prefer that tho matter ahull 
remain as itiSiandthatsuspioionand oonjcc-

It ia very olear that the real naturo of 
the Leader of tho Opposition ia beginning to 
be underatood by many who were once hia 
sincere admirera and his faithful followers, 
Tho Woatminater organ of the Indepondenta, 
a few days ago, denounced him — but not for 
hia political olus — aa a palpable traitor, and 
now wo have tho hitherto faithful Times 
broadly suggeeling that he is behind the 
ago. Commenting upon some of Mr. Bea- 
von'a very extraordinary municipal legisla- 
tion, lho Times, in its Friday's iaaue, aays : 
Nu tloubt the experience gained while 
Mnyor of Victoria, makes Mr. lieaven better 
qu ilitied to jmige of tho rc(iuirenienta of a 
community like Victoria than ho was pro- 
vioua to hia two yeara' municipal aervico. 
But it would aeem from one or two of lho 
amendnienta propoaed ■ by Mr. Boaven this 
seaaion that ho Ima, at least in two in- 
stancea, failed to underataud the wanta of 
our citizona aa a whole, or fully to appreoi- 
ato tho tendency of lho ago which, in 
municipal us in national issues, ia away 
from ulaas legislation and in tho direction of 
government by tbe people and for tho 

people. 

The oireful reader may find it a little 
difficult to rcoonoilo the first of tho above 
aentoncea with tho second, for if Mr. Beav- 
ou'b two yeara' experience ne mayor makes 
him better qualified to judge of tho require- 
mentsof tho citizens, he would not immedi- 
ately aftar ho was rejected at the polls 
attempt to hand them over, bound band and 
foot, to th* tender meroies of & few largo 
Und-holders ; but we suppose that our 
neighbor amiably wished to aofton ita con- 
demnation of tho diaoredited leader of ita 
party as much as it possibly oould, and if in 
doing ao it was neoeasary to aaorifioe its own 
conaistency the loss was too trifling to cause 
it to hesitate. 

It seems to us that any ono who observed 
at all oloaely how Mr. Beiven performed 
his duties as mayor of thia city — and as 
leader of the Opposition — during the last 
two years, oould not help setting him down 
as " a back number." It is quite possible 
that this idea has bocn floating in the minds 
of many who appeared to admire him, for 
Bomo time, and that hia amendments to tho 
Municipal Act caused it suddooly to crya- 
talize into a conviction. In both capacities, 
Mr. Beaven has proved himself to be un- 
progressive and obstructionist in a very 
high degree. Ha is hopelessly out of sym- 
pathy with every one who wiahes to see this 
city and thia province keep pace with tho 
age. Under euch rulers aa ho, thia province 
would soon lag behind in the march of pro- 
gress and thia lovely city of Victoria would 
in reality deaerve to be described as " the 
sad, aid city by the sea." 

IMPARTIAL TESTIMONY. 

Tlie Montreal Witneaa, which ia by no 
moana favorable to tho Government, and 
which ia strongly opposed to tho policy of 
protection, comments upon tho new tariff in 
anything but an unfriendly spirit. It does 
not carp at the changes that have been 
made, neither docs it attempt to convince 
itar.adors that tho reductions are too low 
and too small to be of any advantage to the 
people. In its Isauo of the .Slat ult. it haa two 
artioloa on the tariff. Tho fuat comnieuoea 
with the following aentoncea : 

Tho (Jovcrnnient ia being commended ou 
all handa for having adopted a tariff reform 
policy. Tho unanimity of opinion is extru- 
ordinury, almost unprecedented. The only 
regret heard on all sides, except ono, ia that 
the Government did not go far enough in 
the way of reduoiug the duties. 

Tho second article also notices the change 
favorably. Naturally tho Witness wishes 
it to ho bolioved thit tho Government has 
abandoned tho policy of protection, hut ihiti, 
besides being contrary to tho exproaa de- 
claration of the Premier and the Minister of 
Finance, ia not warranted by the tariff it- 
Bolf, which ia still, according to tho free 
trade theory, highly proteotivn. Those are 
tho oponing aentencoa of the article ; 

Publio opinion has stamped with tho acal 
of ita approval the change iu policy of the 
Dominion (lovoniniont. Conserv'ativcii u.) 
well aa Liboralo are found declarina that lho 
Uovernmont acted wiii-jly aa well ua oour- 
ageouely in turning ita back upon prolootion 
and in facing onco moro toward a rovenuo 
tariff. Conaorvativea who a few daya ago 
would say nothing against protootinn 
now hoard openly declaring iliat protection 
had eorvod ita purpono; that il had indeed 
boon pushed if anytliing too far; that it 
must bo lesaenod, and that tlio Governmout 
has not gone far enough in the way of a ro 
duotion of the duties. 
The Witness proceeds to say : 
The Conservative Govornnionfc, wiser in 
this .natter than tho McKinlcy Republicans, 
instead of defiantly raising tho protective 
toriff still higher, has made up its mind to 
lead tho cause of reform, if ib can do ao 
without moving back too rapidly. It ia 
wonderful how well the protected manufac- 
turers uro taking tho chaugo of policy. 
Many of them oven havo, no doubt, ho- 
come convinced that tho protective duties 
are neithor altogether profilablo to all manu- 
faoturera nor just to all claaaoa, and thoy 
havo probably boon compelled to allow tho 
noceaaity of a change in tho policy of tho 
Government, which could not, oven if it 
wanted to, maintain tho old proteotivo

complain of, but they must know whit tha 
change in policy portends. The fact of the 
matter aoenia to be that tho manufacturera, 
as woU aa tho roat of tho people, are con- 
vinced that lho firat need of Canada la 
agricultural prosperity and a rapid growth 
of population, and they see that their ulti- 
mate intereota lie in the promotion of theac 
by bettering tho condition of Canadian far- 
mora, making their labor moro profitable, 
and increaaiug tlie oxporta and the protita of 
oxporta of agricultural producta, thuH placing 
Canada iu tho van of producera for tho 
British marketa and tnsking ib an attractive 
country for a largo population, which will 
furuiah homo manufacturers with the large 
and profitable markets they now require to 
develop thoir induatries. 

Our coulotnporary sooma to forgot that 
free trade is not always and everywhere 
favorable to the intereata of the farmer. In 
no country in the world are farmers more 
discontented, and according to their own 
doolaratioua, less proaporoua than aro thoao 
of Great Britain at tho present moment. 
Thoy almost univorsally attribute the 
depressed state of agriculture in Great Brit 
ain to its free trade policy, and thousands 
upon thousands of them wonld hail the^ re- 
turn of protection with joy. Those who at- 
trilnito the unhappy condition of agricul- 
turists of tho United States and tho dis- 
content that undoubtedly exists among those 
of the very best of the agricultural states to 
protcotioD, must feel great diffijulty in ac- 
counting for the want of prosperity and the 
perpetual grumbling of tho farming class in 
Great Britain. Freo trido has boon Lho 
policy c t Great. Britain for nearly fifty yeara, 
but no ono, not even the most nrde-it free 
trader, will say that> the British farmers are 
now prosperous. But the Witness, like a 
good many others, who ore wedded to a 
theory, finds it diflicult to boliovo that 
thuir pot aystcm does not work 
well at all timca and under all cir- 
cumatances. Wo venture to say that 
tho condition of the farmers of the Dominion 
is to-day on the whole better than it was in 
IS78 when the National Policy was estab- 
lished. 



TEE BRITISH BY-ELEGTIONS. 

Tho Vancouver World kindly reminda ua 
that of the six by-elections that recently 
took place in Great Britain, five went 
Liberal and one Conservative. This ii 
true, but not all the truth, for the by 
elections left the relative positions of the 
two parties pxactly as they were 
before thoy were hold. Tho scats 
which Liberals were elected bad been 
vacated by Liberals, and a Tory 
filled the seat to which a Tory had been 
elected. So far, then, as the number of 
members was concerned, neither party 
gained or lost. But if our memory serves 
U8, Bonio of tho Liberals were returned by 
reduced majorities. We see by tho World 
that tho Tory candidate was also elected by 
a reduced majority. 

We are quoted by the World as saying : 
" These by-eleotions are regarded with great 
interest by tho politicians of tho nation. 
It ia believed lli'it their results 
will indicate very correctly tho tide 
of public opinion, and that when thoy aro 
over it will soon be known whether or not 
there is to be a general election," 

The result must be very for indeed from 
being satisfaotory to tho Britiah Liberals, 
for if the whole country follows tho example 
of theao aix conatiluencics, tho Liberula will 
havo to depend upon Ireland for th 
majority of forty or eo, and Ireland ia not 
now in the same position as it was in 1892. 
Wo venture to predict that the Liberals 
will not voluntarily go to the country as 
long aa public opinion is in its present con 
dition.

The Several Int^resti'j-. and Iniport- 
ftAf Matters Yet toKeeelve- 
Atteutioii. 



Additional Aid to Rau^yays-O. P. ». 
AsaeBsmeut— Amendnnjil!*^ 
to the Game Bill. 

The now bills laid before the legislature 

within the last fow days, as the outcome of 
the opinions expressed from time to timo 
during the stssion and of other recent occur 
ronooB, deal with several important aubjoota 
and are very interesting in many of their 
provislona. 

The railway assessment bill, made necos 
sary by the recent Supremo court dociaiou 
in tho C.P.R. assessment appeal, provides 
that the lands in use, the etations, and 
buildings of railway companies, their per 
sonal property and rolling stock, shall bo 
assessed as a whole in the district 
in whioh the torminua or head olfics 
ia situate, at tho sum of §3,000 per mile of 
track, including sidings, of tho cumpiny 
within the province and without tho limits 
of any incorporated municipality. The 
vacant lands aro to bo assosacd and taxed as 
wild lands. 

The bill in aid of tho Kaslo and Slocan 
railway amends the act of 1892 by authoriz- 
ing that tho land grant authorized for the 
broad gauge road may bo given for tho nar- 
row gauge road adopted In substitution this 
sosslon; and also that where owing to the 
nature of the country or the overlapping of 
tho sections it ehatl be found Impractioable 
to locate the lands as provided, the Lieut- 
enant-Governor in Council may grant other 
lands In the district of West Kootenay, to 
be selected in blooka of not leas than two 
milea square. 

The amendment to the railway aid act is 
in the interest of the Nicola valley and 
Chilliwack schemes, and authorizes a guar- 
antee of both the principal and interest on 
their bonds to an amount notjoxceeding one- 
half the amount of the contracts for con- 
struction awarded after approved tenders 
have been publicly called for, but tho guar- 
antee not in any oaao to exceed $7,001) per 
mile. Tho companies in return aro to pay 
to tho provincial government one-half the 
Donitnion subsidy and a percentage of tho 
groes earnings, and tho other half of the 
subsidy and a similar percentage aro to be 
invested to form a sinking fund for tho pay- 
ment of the principal of the bonds. 

Tho bill to amend tho coal mines regula- 
tion act gives the inspector of mines author- 
ity to have excluded any poraon who, by 
reason of want of understanding, or owing 
to mental or physical incapacity or incom- 
jotonoy for tho performance of the particu- 
ar task or duty upon which ho is engiged, 
is a Bourco of danger to his co-laborers or to 
others who may be in the mine, and whose 
proaonce and employment threaten or tend 
to the bodily injury of any person. 

The Provincial Royal Jubileo Hospital 
act amending bill provides that the board of 
directors shall consist of fifteen members, 
three to bo appointed by the Lioutenant- 
Governor-in-Counoll, five by the corpora- 
tion of Viotoria, three by the French ben- 
evolent asscciation ; and four to be elected 
by b.ilIot by the members of the hospital as 
defined in the act. It is provided that all 
clergymen and mioiaters of every denomina- 
tion shall have free admittance to the pa- 
tients iu the hospital, but In no case shall 
any clergyman or minister of religion of any 
denomination, or any member of tho Vic- 
toria corporation, or any medical practition- j 
er, be made a director. 'J 'le act in not to 
come into force until proclamation after tho 
by-law for tho grant of $3,"), 000 in aid of tho 
hospital has been finally passed. 

Tho "charges" against Oovornmont 
Agent Fitzttuhbo, tho subject of a return 
'aid before tho houao, arose out of his re- 
fusal to certify to tho correctness of a num- 
ber of accounts for labor said to have boon 
performed in building a trail. Tho men 
presenting the ucconnts were employed by 
John Sanderson, who makes tho charges. 
Mr. Fitzitubba says that ho authorized Mr. 
Sanderson to hav«. the work done, but that 
becoming suBpicious when ho saw tho pay 
roll prcsonted he inspected the work, in 
company with an experienced engineer, and 
they valued the work at $260 ; 
and he certified for only that amount, 
though several ij^undred dollars more were 
litrgcd. He oharaotcrized the accounts 
sent in as an attempt at fraud on tho gov- 
ornmpnt!. This report was made on October 
20, I SOS On February 22, 1891, Mr. 
Sanderson wrote to the Chief Commissioner 
of Lands and Works making the charge that 
Mr. Fitz-ttubbs added to a pay roll for 
August 1892, the name of William Smith, 
when no such man had been employed, and 
issued a cheque for $~0 payable to this 
name. Thia letter baa lately been forward- 
ed to Mr. Fitzstubbs for explanation. 

When tho report from comniilceo on the 
game bill comes up for consideration, Mr. 
Grant is to niovo to insert as u new clause 
a provision that it shall be lawful to export 
dim during llio open season and for 
thirty days after tho conunencenient of 
each closed seaeon. Ifou. Mr. Heaven will 
move to inserl a clauao forbidding tho ex- 
port of any elk, niooao, wapiti, or any por- 
tion thereof, except iu the oaao of licenoo- 
holders, who may export the heads, horns 
anH skins of animals killed by themselves.

A TARIFF DROP. 

{Toronto Mall.) 
Whether ot not the tariff has been hauled 
down sufficiently is one qnestioo; whether or 
not it has been reduced at all is another. The 
former is a political matter; the latter is a 
question of fact, As a matter of fact then, 
there have been marked reduationa. A few 
selected at random show what the 
character of tho entire work is. Tho new 
duty on starch is I ^ cents per pound ; the 
old duty waa 2 cents, calculated on ftn ad 
valorem baaia. With the Ogurea for laat 
year aa the guide, the protection haa 
been reduced from 35 to 26 per cent. 
On rioo tho change ia vtry aweoping. 
We have been levying a duty of 17 J per cent, 
on tho uncleaned article, and 1^ cents per 
pound on tho iinishod product. The ad 
valorem of the latter rate wos 59 percent. 
Thus tho rico mills had a protection of 41 i 
percent. Wow tho raw article will bo taxed 
half a cent per pound and tho finished article 
one cent per pound. The ad valorem rate of 
tho raw la 35 per cent. ; of tho cleaned il pot 
cent. Thoro is a protection of only 12 per 
cent. — a drop of 28^ per cent. 

This ia possibly the moat important de- 
parture. It givea more revenue and less 
protection. Canned tomatoes at f;wo cents 
a pound bore under tho old tariflf a protec- 
tion of 21 per cent. At 1| cents they will 
have thirteen per cent, under tho now. On 
perfumed soup tho drop from tho mixed 
specific and ad valorem duties to 35 per 
cent, is a ii ductii n of ten per cont. Com- 
mon brnwn and jillow soap has a greater 
fall. Tho old rhi'y of IJj cents per 
P'luud wus ((jual to 27 per cent. ; tho 
nev of one cent per pound ia only fifteen 
per cent. Hero ia a full of twelve per 
ot-nf. Turning to Iron and its products 
the uti'inije.t are very important. Nails 
aii.l spiUca, wroughc and ureaaed, horse- 
u'lcio niih--, bib i ailp, and wiro nails car- 
riiil umler tho lilil larllF a duly of ono 
and a half cents per pound. This waa 
e(iivalent to foity-two per cent. The 
now duty is thirty per cent. Cut tacks 
weio furmirly two cents per thousand 
or thirty-five per cont. At one cent a thou- 
sond they are down to 17i per cont. Wood 
ecrews averaged twenty-live their now rate 
is about twelve and a half per 
cent. Un bar iron the duty hae been cut 
from 37 per cent, to 25 per oent.— a drop of 
twelve par cent., while on puddled bar the 
full is from fifty to twenty.eight per cent. — 
a drop of twenty-two per cent. 

Wire fencing bore a duty aggregating 
fifty four per cent ; the duty now is twenty- 
aeven per cent. On muaical instruments 
tho old duty was graded according to qual 
ity. For example, a common piano would 
carry a duty of fifty per cent , while tho 
bettor class of piano would pay thirty per 
cont. Tho now duty of thirtj-fivo 
per cent, reduces the rate on cheap in 
atruments and increases it on those that 
are dear. Tho sugar duties, as pointed 
out a few days ago, arc down, and so aro 
those bearing upon ogrioultural implements, 
Mr. Foster may have been careful not to 
allow tho tariff to take a drop too much, 
but ho has justified those who have main 
tained that a scaling down was necessary, 
It is said that tho Alinistcr haa atolen tho 
Liberal clothing. This, howevM is not a 
fair charge, for the Liberal policy is a tarifT 
without a vestige of protection in it

For raising the suM -of $55,000 for Lighting 
purposes. • -■ 

Whereas, The present UKbtlng system of 
the City ot Victoria is.losufflolont, ib is expedi- 
ent and necessary to construct and operate 
works tor supplying the inhabitants of tho 
Municipality of tho City of Victoria with elec- 
tric lii;hl , and for that purpoao to rnisc, by way 
of loan upon the credit ot tho said city, the auiu 
ot $55,000 ; 

And VVherkas, it will rcqniro tho sum of 
82,835.38 10 bo rnlsod annually by rate for the 
payment of tho no w debt and interest ; 

And Wiikueas, Tho -wholo ratable land and 
Improvements or roal property ot tho said Cor- 
poration of tho City ot Victoria accordlnK to 
tho last revised acacsamont roll for tho year 
im. ia 818.011,112; 

And Wherkab, It will require nn annual rato 
ot IG-lOO Ot one mill in the dollar for pailog such 
now debt and interest; 

Be IT Trereforb Enacted by the Muni- 
cipal Cuuncil of the Corpor.tijn ot tho Cityot 
Viotoria as foUowa: 

Sec. 1. It shall bs lawful for tho Mayor of tho

A remarkable baptismal ceremony took 
place a few days ago. Tho child was tho 
son of Omor Bruyore, Cadioux street, tho 
godfather being tho infant's grandfather, J, 
Beliveau, aged 73, and tho godmother Mrs. 
Belivoau's own mother, 92 years of ago. 

Marie Louise Labrie, aged nine, and Hor- 
tonso Brisaette, aged eight, mysteriously 
disappoared on Tburaday afternoon. They 
left their parents' homes, 22 and 24 Bar- 
clay street, to go and see an aunt on Morean 
street, and have not been Been ainoe. 

Two deaths wore caused by the electric 
cars yesterday. At the corner of St. 
Gabriel and Craig streets, two obildren ran 
out from behind a wagon on tho track, just 
in front of a car, which, although it was 
stopped in its own length, the younger 
child, a hoy, was killed. Shortly after 7 
o'clock last evening, John Brazoau, a gar- 
dener, who was in charge of a load of pro- 
duce, waa driving two lioraoa between Sher- 
brooke and Forticr streets, when oar No. 2 
of tho Montreal Park and Island Railway 
Company came down. One of the horses 
shied at tho head lamp and jumped from tho 
track. The driver waa thrown under the 
wheels, dying about an hour after.

London, April 7. — In the House of Com- 
mona to-day Janieo Henry Dj.V/.\til made a 
motion that while rotaiiiing intact the 
power and supremacy of the Imperial Par- 
liament, it was desired to establish a legis- 
lature for Scotland to deal with purely 
Scottish aflfairs.

The supply bill was read a aooond time 

and considered in committee, Mr. Martin 

in tho chair. Bill reported, road a third 

time and paaaed.

COAL MIKES REODLATION. 

Hon. Mk. Davie rose to move the second 
reading of tho coal mines regulation bill. 

Mu. BituwN asked that this be allowed to 
stand over, aa tho members from Nanaimo, 
more eapecially interealed, were absent, 
having to leave town to keep an engage- 
ment. 

This request was agreed to. 

JUnlLEE IlOSl'IT.it., 

Hon. Mu. Davie moved tho second read- 
ing of tho bill respecting the Provincial 
Royal Jubilee hospital, which ho said bad 
been put into his hands by the management 
of that inetitution. He detailed 
tho citcumatances under which the 
deaired changes In the act came 
to be called for, in consequence 
of tho demand of the corporation of the city 
of Victoria to be represented on tho diric- 
torate as a condition of making a substaniial 
grant to relievo Iho financial needs of the 
institution. Ho ppoko in torma of praise of 
tho good work tlono by tho Jubilee hospital 
ever since its establiahment. 

The bill was read a second time, and con- 
aidercd in comniittc 0, Dr. Watt in tho chair. 

Ho.N. Mk. Heaven moved to add a provis- 
ion that the city council miy elect one of 
their number a member of tho bourd, in ad- 
dition to the live other pcraona to bo so ap- 
pointed by them as provided in tho bill. 

Hon. Mii. Davik thought it would bo 
muoh better not to make any change in tho 
proportionate representation, which had 
been agreed upon in the bill by thu three 
bodies interested. 

Hon. Ml!. Beavkn then altered his 
amendment so as to leave tho numbers of tho 
representation an in the bill, but to civo the 
council power to appoint any or all of their 
five representatives from among their own 
number. 

Ho.\. Mu. TuiiNER epoke against changing 
in any way, without very strong reason, 
the arraDgemcnts agreed upon between tho 

parties, 

Mn Gran'9 thought it better not to have 
any members of the council on the board, as 
these men are apt almost unconsciously to 
bo swayed by political iDflueaoes in dealing 

with houpital matters. He would make an 
exception, howev?r, in favor of tho Mayor. 

The amendment was put and lost. 

Hill reported completn without amend- 
ments, and read a third time and paaoed. 

RAILWAY ASSESSMENTS. 

Hon. Mr. Turner presented u meaaago 
from His Honor the Lieutenant Guvornor 
transmitting a bill intituled " An act to 
asaeaa, levy and collect taxes on the pro- 
perty of luilwoy oonipanies." 

Meaaago considered in committee, Mr. 
Booth in the ohair ; and btil reported to the 
house and read u first time. 

Ho.v. Mh. Davie in moving tho eecoud 
reading; explained that the reason of the in- 
troduction of this bill is the recent decision 
of the Supremo Court of British Columbia, 
that under tho act aa at present at leiisttho 
chief railroad in tho pro\li;cc cannot be 
ttEacfiscdet all. Into the principle of thia 
decision he did not propose to cuter, nor 
would he reniaik upon it further than to fiuy 
that it is very far reacliinL', 'ind might bo 
made to apply not only to tho aR-^ietenieiit of 
railways, but of priip'-'rty of every kind. 
The hill propoEca > plan to obviate not only 
the rtilliculty arising out of tho dcoiaion 
mentioned, but that ahvaya felt in atsoaeing 
railway properties ; and tho proposition now 
ia that tho railways shall be asseescd tho 
uniform Bum of .?,'),000 per mile. Thia ia tho 
principle which governa in a great many 
states. He did not favor taxing railroads 
very heavily, for they aro required in tho 
province and ought to bo encouraged ; but 
bethought the taxation provided for in this 
bill will be oonsldcrod as equitable. 

Bill rend a second tlmo.
